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ABSTRACT 

PURPOSE: To upgrade the quality and durability of printed images by 
improving the clogging of ink and responsiveness and intensifying the 
density and coloring of images through such an arrangement wherein at first 
an image is drawn by recording ink at its position of recording and then 
the image is again drawn by treated ink, by being overlapped. 

CONSTITUTION: A strip of recording paper is wrapped around a recording drum 
1 and recording is made by causing nozzle heads 2, 3 to move laterally. At 
this time, the spouting of nozzle heads 2, 3 is controlled by an image 
signal control circuit 6 to obtain a desired image and these signals are 
conveyed to the treated ink nozzle head 3 through a delay circuit 7. In 
other words, the delay circuit 7 causes image signals to delay by such a 
period of time during which the nozzle head 3 is able to move by the 
distance between the two heads, and by this, treated ink is caused to 
accurately overlap on the recording ink previously drawn. 
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
